little influenced by a ſtrumous, ſcorbutic; 
or other cacochymy of the blood and juices, 
that a variety of perſons, who had for many 
years labouted under chronical complaints, 
nervous, ſcrophulons, and ſcorbutic dif- 
orders, rheumatiſm, gout, aſthma, invete- 
fate ulcers, &c. have with proper precautions 
paſſed through the diſeaſe as ſafely, and 
eſcaped as lightly, as any the moſt ſound 
and healthy perſons whatever. We meet, 
indeed, with many, who cannot bear, and 
to whom it would be imprudent to give, 
thoſe preparations of mercury which are 
poſſeſſed of an active ſtimulus, and are 
rough in their operation. Yet there are 
but few who may not take it in ſore ſhape 
or other z— the various preparations of this 
mineral being admirably adapted to the dif- 
ferent ages, conſtitutions, temperaments, 
and many diſeaſes; of the human body. 
Some, indeed; there are, who ought to be, 
and have been, inoculated, without taking 
a- fingle grain of mercury, in any my 
whatever. 


5 W a perſon labouring under any 
preſent diſorder or indiſpoſition, is not to be 
taken in hand raſhly and unadviſedly, with-

out conſidering the cauſes, nature, and con- 
ſequences of his diſorder, what effects the 
neceſſary regimen and medicines may pro- 
duce in the habit, and whether the vis vitæ 
be ſufficient for the expulſion of the variolous 
matter. Neglect, or inattention, in theſe 
reſpects, may be productive of fatal con- 


; ſequences. 
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In regard to ſeaſons, we find by ex- 
perience, that inoculation may be ſafely 
practiſed at all times of the year. One 
general rule, however, is to be obſerved. 
Let the patients (if their buſineſs will 


1 permit) avoid the ſcorching ſun and noon- 3 
1 tide heats of ſummer; and in the winter, 3 
[ys let moderate exerciſe ſupply the place of 


large fires and hot cloathing,— more eſpe- 
cially from the commencement of the erup- 
tive complaints, until the eruption be com- 
pleated. And with theſe precautions, the 
eruptive ſymptons are in general leſs ſevere, 
and the eruption more moderate, in froſty 
weather, than at any other time.

The diet, for breakfaft, 
is to conſiſt of tea, coffee, or chocolate, ſcalded or 
ſkimmed milk, with of without dry biſcuit or. bread.

Author, in this place, directs a prepar a- 
tory diet for the ſpace of nine or ten 
A and the adminiſtration of the me- 
dicines in this period, betore the opera- 
tion be. performed.

This method of preparation anſwers very 
well with the healthy and, robuſt, But a 
very different courſe muſt be taken with 
many that offer, perſons of weak nerves, 
yaletudinarians, 'weakly women, and others; 
with whom fa ſtrict a diet, and the rougher 
preparations of mercury, would by no means 
agree. My method with the generality of 
| theſe, is, to direct a diet ſomething more 
generous than is allowed to the former claſs 
of patients the daily ufd of a glaſs or two 
of wine, weak toddy, or punch; and, in 
ſome caſes, a bit of white fleſh for dinner. 
And to theſe I give ſmall repeated doſes of

I have, in theſe doubtful caſes,” per- 
formed the operation a ſecond time, on the

1 ** 1 likewiſe, in places 
where the ſmall-pox was at the ſame time 
rife in the natural way. And among the 
inoculated perſons, there were ſome who 
had taken the infection naturally, before 
the artificial inſertion. If the eruptive fever 
ſucceeded the operation in a day or two, 
there was (as in the former inſtance) no 
riſing or inflammation in conſequence of 
the punctures. But if the inoculation were 
performed (as it was on two or three of theſe 
perſons) four or five days before the appear- 
ance of the eruptive ſymptoms, there were 
ſigns of infection, and the inflammation of 
the punctures continued for ſome days, as 
well as if there had been no previous in- 
fection in the natural way.

Conſidering the many advantages that ariſe 
from the preſent general manner of com- 
municating the infection, it is ſurpriſing that 


many operators ſtill continue the old method

a piece of cotton, or ſome other extraneous 


ſubſtance, faturated with variolous matter, 


confined by bandage, and dreſſed daily with 
ointments and plaiſters of a ſuppurative and 
digeſtive quality. The natural appearance 


of the progreſs of infection, undiſguiſed by 
'the application of plaiſter or ointment, will 


undoubtedly enable us, in many caſes, to 


foretel whether the diſeaſe will be favorable,

When I firſt began the. practice of ine 
oculation, I was frequently diſtrefled for 
ſome powerful and efficacious remedy to 
adminiſter when the eruptive ſymptoms 
were ſevere,. the fever high, and there was 
a proſpe&t of a plentiful eruption. The 
remedies recommended for this purpoſe by - 
Dr. DiMsDALE, in his 33d. page, did not 
in many caſes give ſufficient and timely 
relief. After a trial of various mercurial, 
antimonial, and purgative medicines, I am 
bold to recommend the following to you, 
as a remedy, than which a better is not to 
be found, for the purpoſes hereafter men- 
tioned. I do not know that I have ever 
given it without a good effect, and ſeldom 
| without a ſpeedy relief of the preſſing com- 
I | plaints for which it was given. The form

The firſt pill vomited him, and 
brought up a quantity of bileous -phlegm ; 
the ſecond purged him; the third had no 
ſenſible operation; the fourth ſweated him; 
and on the fourth day of the eruptive fever, 
thinking his fever was increaſing, he took 
a fiſth, which purged him twice. He was 
from this time free from complaints; had 
about thirty fine puſtules, and is now in 


perfect health. Hqwever, one or two of 


theſe pills generally prove ſufficient: and it 
is to be obſerved; that with the majority of 
inoculated patients, the eruptive ſymptoms 
are ſa mild and favorable, that the uſe of 
theſe pills is not neceſſary; and that they are 
to be given only under the circumſtances 
abovementioned, when the eruptive ſympr 


toms are ſevere. For there may be pains

CASE IX. 


Fine boy, three years old, was in- 
oculated in October 1 709, and had 

a moderate number of eruptions. Upon 
returning to his uſual diet he had a moſt 


voracious appetite and was indul ged with 
quan- 
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quantities of cheeſe, and other viſcid food, 
of which he was very greedy. In about a 
fortnight his appetite began to pall; he 
looked pale and ſickly; and was troubled; 
with a frequent cough, occaſioned by a de- 
fluxion upon the Larynx and Aſpera Arteria. 


This defluxion increaſed; and in a few days 


became ſo viſcid and tenacious, that it was 
with the utmoſt difficulty that he expecto- 
rated. A high fever was excited; and ſuch: 
quantities of viſcid phlegm were collected 
in the ramifications of the Bronchus, that 
the child was in imminent danger of ſuffo- 
cation. He was ſome time in this condition 
before his friends applied for proper relief. 
A bliſtering plaiſter was laid to his back; 
five ounces of blood were drawn from his 
arm; and the ſame volatile and expecto- 
rating medicines were preſcribed, as in 
Caſe II. By theſe means he began to ex- 
pectorate more freely; and the fever abated. 
But the relief obtained being inadequate to 
the urgency of the ſymptoms, a powder 
was given him, containing Merc. Dulcis, 
Tart. Emetic. a gr. iij : 'This vomited apd 
purged him ſeveral times; and an amazing 


quantity of phlegm was diſcharged, parti- 
cularly by vomit. Reſpiration was greatly 
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= relizved by theſe operations; and the fever 
was entirely ſubdued. The expeQorating 
medicines were continued. He mended 
daily, and is now m perfect health. It 
may poſſibly be aſked, how an emetic, as 
ſuch, is productive of theſe happy effects, in 
infarctions of the lungs from viſcid phlegm, 
&c. In anſwer to this, it is well known, 
that the advantages obtained by emetics, do 
not always ariſe from the diſcharge of the 
contents of the ſtomach only; but frequent - 
ly, from the ſhock given to the whole 
vaſcular ſyſtem, and from the ſtrong con- 
tractions into which the ſeveral ſecretory 
and excretory organs are thrown, by this 
their primary effect upon the ſtomach. 
Thus, in the caſe before us, it is plain, 
that by the ſtrong compreſſion of the neigh- 
bouring parts, the niſus nature, in the 
action of vomiting, the phlegm collected in 
the branches of the Aſpera Arteria, was 
free'd and thrown up; and in all probabi- 
ty, the glands of the parts affected, the 
feats of this morbid ſecretion, perfectly 
cleared of their obſtructing viſcidities.
